FOUWHHNING CAMP 


Hon. 
C D. VanDuzer Gives an Inter 
esting Description of This 


Group of Mines. 


A tribe at Indian* «w» live* In 


valleyu.ao the story runs, and the sum- 
mit'of this granite ranee was the home 
of the chief and his daughter. A sev- 
ere drought for years had desolated 
the country and the Indiana fled to the 
mountains. 
Thousand* had perished 


from thirst and the chief and his 
daughter fled to the granite ridge to 
pray to the gods, that live In their 
mythology, for rain. 
The rain foiled 


to come and water was nowhere toJie 
found. The Indian chief and his daugh- 
ter were about to perish when one of 
the ancestors of the Indian Patterson, 
who found these mines, came upon 
them and found them perishing for 
water. 


The granite ridge is absolutely bare. 


But the wind and the rain and the 
constant wear of erosion had worn out 
hollows and large bowls hidden in cre- 
vices and in places where the ordinary 
traveller would never expect to look 
for water. 
The Indian, by a route 


known only to 
himself, disappeared 


among the ledges Into a vast cavern 
and crevice where runs a living spring 
and brought water to the famished 
chief and his- daughter. 


As a reward the chief 
gave his 


daughter to the Indian who saved their 
lives and told him that in generations 
to come much gold and large mines 
would be his and waved his hand to- 
ward the basin where the mines of 
Weepah now lay and said "there lies 
the gold that your son's son shall 
have." 


The story was handed down from 


BtMmtton to gcntnuam. jntU it «kjn« 
to the Indian, Dick Patterson, who WP« 
raised and provided for by white men. 
Dick Patterson Is an InteHgent Indian 
who can read and the story was hand- 
ed to him and for years Dick looked 
for the gold mine. 


Five years ago, down In the wash, 


four miles from the present location 
of the mines, he found float and has 
hunted for the mines ever since. It 
was only last year that lie found them. 
Nothing waa said of the matter. Loca- 
tions were made and he told the man 
who had befriended him, a Mr. Dar- 
ragh, of Smoky Valley. 


It was only within a few weeks that 


the matter became noised abroad. The 
rush began and In the short space of 
two weeks something like one hundred 
men have gone into the dlstrlot, which 
has been called Pai terson District, af- 
ter the Indian discoverer.
